Aurora, Wise Co., Tex.,Ap ril 17.—(To 
The News.)—About 6 o’clock this’ morning 
the early risers of Aurora were astonished 
at the sudden appearance of the airship 
which has been sailing through the coun- 
try. 

It was traveling due north, and much 
nearer the earth than ever before. Evi- 
dently some of the machinery was out of 
order, for it was making a speed of only 
ten or twelve miles an hour and gradually 
settling toward the earth. It sailed direct- 
ly over the public square, and when it 
reached the north part of town collided 
with the tower of Judge Proctors wind- 
miil and went to pieces with a terrific ex- 
plosion, scattering debris over several acres 
of ground, wrecking the windmill and water 
€ and destroying the judge's flower gar- 

an. 

The qu of the ship is supposed to have 
been the only one on board, and while his 
remains are badly disfigured, enough of the 
original has been picked up to show that 
he was not an inhabitant of this worid. 

Mr. T. J. Weems, the United States sig- 
nal service officer at this place and an au- 
thority on astronomy, gives it as his opin- 
jon that he wes a native of the planet Mars. 

Papers found on his person—evidently the 
record of his travels—arnr written in some 
unknown hieroglyphics, and can not be de- 
ciphered. j 

The ship was too badly wrecked to form 
any conclusion as to its construction or 
motive power. It was built of an unknown 
metal, resembling somewhat a mixture of 
aluminum and silver, andit must have 
weighed several tons. 

The town is full of people to-day who are 
viewing the wreck ani gathering speci- 
mens of the strange metal from the debris.

Washington, Jan. 18.—The senate to- 
day voted to take up the Nicaraguan 
canal bill.

The company 
is to issue stocks up to $100,000,000, 
which are to be guaranteed by the gov- 
ernment. The company is to be ad- 
ministered by a board of directors, num- 
bering eleven, of which six are to be ap- 
pointed by the president.

THE CONDITION OF THE CROPS, 


Yield of Late Cotten Will De Io- 
creased Comsiderably by 
Ralns—Crop In Late, 


Galveston, Texas, August 2.—United 
States Department of Agriculture, Climate 
and Crop Service of the Weather Bureau, 
Texas Section—Crop bulletin for the week 
ending Monday, August 23, 1897; 

Precipitation: General showers and lo- 
cal raina prevailed during tho first three 
days of the week, and there was not n 
ay but what showers were reported from 
some sections. The precipitation os an 
average for the week was slightly Lelow 
the normal in some localities over the 
western and northern portion of the State 
and was gederally above elsewhere, with 
the greatest excess—3.22 inches—in the 
vicinity of Galveston. 

Sunshine: Nimbus. cumulo-nimbus, 
cumulus and strato-cumulus clouds pro- 
valled which reduced the Amount of sun- 
shine considerably, and on an average it 
was below the normal. 

Temperature: The week opencd with 
the temperature ranging from 3 to 7 de- 
grees below the daily normal, and it con- 
tinued below throughout the woek, with 
the greatest deficiency along the east 
const. The highest temperature at the 
several stations during the week hi 
ranged from 80 degrees over the moun- 
tainous portions of West Texas to 100 de 
grece In the vicinity of Beeville, and the 
lowest ranged from 58 degree over the 
Panhandle to 7| degree» along the inme- 
diate ceant 

CONDITION OF CROPS. 

The rains during the week were very 
beneficial for general farming Interests. 
Land in good condition for fall plowing 
and some have commenced breaking land 
for heat and other fall crops. Vegeta- 
bles greatly improved by the rains. 

The showers and local rains were of 

t to late cotton and it is al- 
most a consensus of opinion among the 
correspondents that the yleld of late cot- 
ton will bo increased considerably, but the 
raine came too late to be of much benelt 
to early cotton, 
new growth, and with favorable weather 
from now on a xood top crop is expected 
Early cotton has suffered from the «f 
fects of the drouth, ant the yield will be 
Kenerally light. Many report the cm 
from two to three weeks late. The plant 
is not tall over the northern part of the 
Binle, and early cotton is mhedding con- 
siderably in many sections, More rain 
would be beneficial for late cotton, espes 
cially in places over North and Conte 
‘Texas. Early cotton bas cpened rapidly 
and premature opening is reported in 
places. Picking de, progressing nicely 
over the southern half of the State, anl che 
kins are generally kept busy, while over 
the northern portion picking ie juat bee 
coming eral Worma reported from 
some sections, Corn gathering progresa- 
ing slowly on account of the showery 
weather and the crop is not an average. 
Early corn Ís fair over the southern por- 
tion of the State. 

Late forage crops are improving 
since the rains. Grama on the range han 
warted to growing iesy an 
improving. Water for stock 
in places, Stock as a rule are in 
condition. AM growing crops have been 
improved by the rains, but ore rainfall 
would be beneficial for general farming 
interests.

Galveston, Texas, October §,—United 
States Department of Agriculure—Cll- 
‘Tate and Crop Service of the Weather Bu- 
reau, Texas, sectlon.—Crop bulletin for the 
week ending Monday, October 4, 1807: 

Precipitation—Dry weather — prevalled 
throughout the week except at ville and 
Corpus Christl, where showers report- 
ed on October 2 at Beoville and on the 2 
and 3d at Corpus Christi, with the greatest 
rainfall, 1.51 Inches, at the latter place. 
The precipitation on an averuge for the 
‘week was slightly above the normal in the 
vicinity of Corpus Christi, and there was a 
general deficiency over the other portions 
of the State ranging from .40 of an inch 
over tbe extreme western portion to 1.21 
inches over the east coast district. 

Sunshine—Few cumulus, strato-cumulus 
and cirro-etratua clouds reduced the 
amount of sunshine slightly during the 
Wook, but on an average it was generally 
above the normal, 

Temperature—The week opened with the 
| temperature ranging from 2 to 5 degreee 
above the daily normal, with the greatest 
excess along the coast, aftor which it fell 
| Over the coust district until September 30, 
when it waa &enerally about the normal. 1t 
remained generally above the normal 
throughout the State during the remainder 
of tbe week. On an average for the week 
the temperature was above the normal in 
most sections of th e. The highest 
tomperature at the sev ne during 
the week maged from 80 degrees over the 
extreme northwestern portion of the State 
to 98 degrees in the vicinity of Beeville, and 
the lowest ranged from 50 degree over the 
Panhandle to 72 along the gulf coast, 

CONDITION OF CROPS, 

The dry weather during tho week was 
favorable for the gathering of matured 
crops, but detrimental for general farm- 
ing inter ‘The ground ix too dry for 
plowing in most sections, especially up- 
land, and consequently there is not much 
Proparation for the planting of fall cropa, 
Some plowing on land where not too dry 
for this work 

The weather was exceptionally favorable 
for picking cotton, aud this work has been 
rushed, owing to ibe fact that the ground 
la Konerally too dry for other work. The 

Wwewther has caused cotton to open 
rapidly, and some report picking near 
ly completed ou upland, and the bulk of 
the crop ia generally picked on low land; 
pondents Konerally state that 
all the crop, except a few scattering bolle 
^d some late cotton, will be gathered by 
the close of this month. The gins are run- 
ning day and night In some localities, while 
in others it i» reported that thoro je a 
failing off and not «o much cotton coming 
now. The weather belng generally warm 
wing the Weok has improved the pro 
pect of the tep crop over South Texas, and
